You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Rye on 
Tuesday the eleventh day of March, next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, 
to vote upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


Article 2. To choose all necessary officers for the Rye School 
District in accordance with the statutory procedure adopted by said 
District at its March 1962 annual meeting. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to adopt a “Zoning 
Ordinance for the Town of Rye, New Hampshire” as prepared by the 
Planning Board for the Town of Rye. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to adopt a “Building 
Code of Rye, New Hampshire” as prepared by the Planning Board for 
the Town of Rye. 


You are hereby further notified to adjourn to meet at the Rye 
Junior High School on the fifteenth day of March, next, at seven o’clock 
in the evening to vote upon the following subjects: 


Article 5. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
hire money from the Trustees of Trust Funds. 

Article 6. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to allow five percent 
discount on all property taxes paid on or before October 1, 1969 . 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to lease Sawyer’s Beach, so called, from the owners for another 
year. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of two thousand ($2,000.00) dollars to erect an addition to the 
existing building at the Rye Recreation area in accordance with plans 
submitted by the Recreation Commission. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to sell the refuse burner upon such terms and at such price as they 
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shall deem in the best interests of the Town. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of thirty six hundred ($8,600.00) dollars to dismantle the teepee 
refuse burner. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of one thousand five hundred (1,500.00) dollars as a contribu- 
tion from the Town of Rye to the Portsmouth Mental Health Clinic. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to join a regional plan- 
ning commission together with other such area towns and the City of 
Portsmouth as may vote to become members of such a commission in 
accordance with RSA 36:27 to 36:38 and any amendments thereto. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
file in behalf of the Town an application (in form and manner required 
by the United States and in conformity with P.L. 560, 88rd Congress) 
and do whatever else may be required for an advance, in the amount of 
sixty one thousand two hundred ($61,200.00) dollars to be made by the 
United States to the Town of Rye, New Hampshire, to aid in defraying 
the cost of preliminary report and plan preparation for sewerage and 
sewage treatment facilities for the Town of Rye, New Hampshire, and, 
further, to see if the Town will make the necessary arrangements to 
provide such additional funds as may be required to defray the cost of 
preparation of the report and plans. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to rebuild the bridge 
at Rye Harbor and raise and appropriate the sum of twenty four thou- 
sand ($24,000.00) dollars for the same by issuing town notes or bonds in 
accordance with RSA Chapter 33 the “Municipal Finance Act”. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of six thousand ($6,000.00) dollars to repair the bridge at 
Rye Harbor. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men with the advice of the Planning Board and the Historic District 
Commission to investigate the possibility providing space for town 
offices and to select a location for the same and to make a recommenda- 
tion to the Town to be voted on at the annual Town Meeting in March 
1970 and to raise and appropriate the sum of five hundred ($500.00) 
dollars for architect’s advice and/or plans for this purposes. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of twelve thousand five hundred ($12,500.00) dollars to 
purchase the former store and postoffice building on Washington Road 
owned by Mrs. Iona Jenness and to renovate the interior for use as a 
Selectmen’s office and for other town functions. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of sixteen thousand ($16,000.00) dollars for the purpose of 
renovating the ground floor of the existing Town Hall building to pro- 
vide office space for certain town offices and a Selectmen’s office. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following 
by-law relative to the licensing of mechanical devices in the Town: 


See. 1. Definitions 


Mechanical Device. The term Mechanical device shall mean any 
machine, which, upon the insertion of a coin, slug, token, plate, or disc, 
may be operated by the public generally for use as a game, entertain- 
ment, or amusement, whether or not registering a score, but shall not 
include juke boxes. It shall include such devices as marble machines, pin- 
ball machines, skill ball, mechanical grab machines, and all games, 
operations, or transactions similar thereto under whatever name they 
may be indicated. 


Person, Firm, Corporation, Association: The terms person, 
firm, corporation, or association as used herein shall include the follow- 
ing: Any person, firm, corporation, or association in whose place of 
business any such machine is placed for use by the public; and the per- 
son, firm, corporation or association having control over such machine. 


Sec. 2. Gambling Devices Not Permitted: | Nothing in this 
Ordinance shall in any way be construed to authorize, license, or permit 
any gambling devices whatsoever, or any mechanism that has been ju- 
dicially determined to be a gambling device, or in any way contrary to 
law. 


Sec. 38. License Required: Any person, firm, corporation or 
association displaying for public patronage any mechanical amusement 
device as herein defined by Sec. 1 shall be required to obtain a license. 
Application for such license shall be made to the Selectmen upon a form 
to be supplied by the Selectmen for that purpose. No license shall be 
issued to any applicant unless he shall be twenty-one (21) years of age 
and a citizen of the United States. 


Sec. 4. Inspection: The Chief of Police shall investigate the 
location wherein it is proposed to operate such machine, ascertain if 
the applicant is a person of good moral character, and report thereon 
to the Selectmen prior to the issuance of the license. No license shall 
be issued by the Selectmen to any applicant until after the Chief of 
Police has reported his approval or disapproval to the Selectmen. 


Sec. 5. License Fees: Every applicant before being granted 
a license shall pay the following license fee for the privilege of opera- 
tion or maintaining for operation a mechanical amusement device as 
defined in Sec. 1 herein. $30.00 per machine. Each license shall expire 
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midnight, December 31st, of the year in which said license was issued. 
Sec. 6. Display of License: 


A) The license or licenses herein provided for shall be posted 
permanently and conspicuously at the location of the machine in the 
premises wherein the device is to be operated or maintained to be 
operated. 


B) Such license may be transferred from one machine or device 
to another similar machine, in the same place of business upon applica- 
tion to the Selectmen to such effect and the giving of a description and 
the serial number of the new machine or device. Not more than one ma- 
chine shall be operated under one license and the applicant or licensee 
shall be required to secure a license for each and every machine dis- 
played or operated by him. A license shall not be transferrable from 
person to person. 


Sec. 7. Prohibitions and Restrictions: No person, firm, corp- 
oration or association holding a license under this by-law shall permit 
persons under eighteen (18) years of age to play or operate any mechan- 
ical amusement device as defined in Sec. 1 of this Ordinance. 


Sec. 8. Revocation of License: Every license issued under this 
Ordinance is subject to the right, which is hereby expressly reserved, to 
revoke the same should the licensee, directly or indirectly, permit the 
operation of any mechanical amusement device contrary to the provis- 
ions of this by-law or the law of the State of New Hampshire. Said 
license may be revoked by the Selectmen upon recommendation of the 
Chief of Police and after written notice to the licensee, which notice 
shall specify the ordinance or law violations with which the licensee is 
charged, if after a hearing the licensee is found to be guilty of such 
violations. Ten days notice of the hearing shall be given the licensee. At 
such hearing the licensee and his attorney may present and submit 
evidence and witnesses in his defense. 


Sec. 9. Seizure and Destruction of Machine: If the Chief of 
Police shall have reason to believe any mechanical amusement device is 
used as a gambling device, such machine may be seized by the police 
and impounded and if upon trial of the exhibitor for allowing it to be 
used as a gambling device, said exhibitor is found guilty, such machine 
shall be destroyed by the police. 


Sec. 10. Penalty: Any person, firm, corporation violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance, in addition to the revocation of his 
or its license shall be liable to a fine of ten ($10.00) dollars for each 
offense. 


Article 21. On petition of Gerald F. Giles, Attorney for Chan- 
ning H. Green and Ruth E. Green and 10 others: To see if the Town will 


vote to accept the following street: A certain street running westerly 
from Brackett Road to land now or formerly of Millie E. Odiorne, a dis- 
tance of Four Hundred Ninety (490) feet, more or less. 


Article 22. On petition of Norman E. Lord and 11 others: To 
see if the Town will vote to accept the following streets: Oral Lane, 
so called, running Easterly from Sagamore Avenue one hundred eighty 
(180) feet, more or less, to Foyes Road, so called; Foyes Road, so called, 
running Southeasterly from Oral Lane three hundred fifty (850) feet, 
more or less, to Frontier Street, so called, and Frontier Street, so called, 
running Easterly from Foyes Road four hundred eighty (480) feet, 
more or less, to land now or formerly of Peter Rabbit Nursery School, 
Ine. 


Article 28. (a) To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
budget submitted by the Budget Committee and’ pass any vote in rela- 
tion thereto, and 


(b) To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necesary to defray Town charges for the ensuing year. 


Article 24. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before this meeting. 


Polls will not close before Six O’clock P. M. March 11, 1969. 


Business meeting at Seven O’clock P. M. at the Rye Junior High 
School Auditorium March 15, 1969.

Selectmen’s Report 
To The Inhabitants of Rye, New Hampshire: 


The Past year found the Town with a new type of 
tax bill. Due to a new law passed by the Legislature it be- 
came necessary to separate building and land valuation for 
assessment purposes. The tax bills last year and in the fu- 
ture will be done by data processing. 


Last summer proved very bad for the amount of 
seaweed that was continually washed upon the beach. Mr. 
Gordon endeavored to keep the beach area as clean as possi- 
ble. Unfortunately there is a limited amount of money ap- 
propriated for the beaches and it must take care of a great 
many things. 

The Planning Board, after many hours of tedious 
work, has finally completed the new Zoning Ordinance 
and Building Code which will be voted on at the annual 
town meeting in March. These two questions will appear 
on the ballot with the Town Officers. 


We were hoping the new fire truck would be de- 
livered by the first of the year but due to the late delivery 
of the chassis from the factory that was impossible. We 
expect delivery in April. 


The Memorial Day observance, as usual, was very 
befitting for the occasion. The program was highlighted 
by a speech written and given by Meredith Stout, an eighth 
grade student. The Gettysberg address was very well given 
by Robert Tarantino. The participation of all groups and 
organizations of the Town was greatly appreciated. 


During the year Rye lost it’s oldest citizen, George 
E. Locke at the age of 96. The Boston Post cane was then 
presented to Edgar J. Rand by the Selectmen. Mr. Rand 
is still very active in his business. The Town also lost W. 
B. Saunders, Harbor Master and John H. Manning, Ceme- 
tery Trustee. The N. H. State Port Authority appointed 
John O. Widen as Harbor Master and the Selectmen ap- 
pointed John W. Patrick as Cemetery Trustee. 
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The number of people coming in to do business with 
the Selectmen, strengthens the argument that definitely the 
Board of Selectmen and the Police Department should not 
be sharing the same office. A great many times both 
parties concerned have had business going on which means 
someone has to move to the back room of the Fire Station. 
This arrangement is not always suitable because like any 
public building people are coming and going at frequent 
intervals. 


We wish to thank the Rye Fire Department Auxiliary 
for the excellent meals served on our election days, and for 
their donation towards painting the squad rooms of the 
fire station. 


As usual the Rye Ambulance Corps has been carrying 
on their fine work. Like all volunteer organizations they 
need new members to help carry the work load. 


The Rye Civic League was started after last year’s 
town meeting. The purpose of this group is to keep the 
town's people up to date on all current happenings in the 
town. Committees were appointed and the members of 
same visited with the different committees and Boards of 
the town. 


All reports are limited in length so it is impossible 
to recognize and give deserving credit to all who have done 
so much for the benefit of the town. 


In closing we would like to say ‘““Thanks’’ to all who 
in some way have contributed their efforts to help make 
Rye a more neighborly, healthy and prosperous commun- 
ity to live in.

Highway Agent’s Report 
To the Citizens of Rye: 


Highway work usually is very much the same from 
year to year, yet this year we have waited anywhere from 
one week to a year to get someone to bring in machinery 
that is needed or to have something moved out of our way. 
The contractors who supply heavy equipment for us get 
very little work from the town and usually work for us 
in between other jobs. While this is only reasonable it 
makes planning work on projects such as Lang Rd. and 
every day maintenance work difficult. 


Lang Rd. being one of the heaviest traveled roads is 
also one of the most difficult to work on. Most people who 
used this road during construction did not read signs regu- 
lating the flow of traffic or they paid no attention to them 
at all. We have tried using one of our regular men to hold 
back cars but there are some who pay no attention to 
them. The one thing they seem to respect is a man in a 
uniform with a badge and gun. The only reason we do not 
have a police officer on the job all the time is the fact that 
a special must be hired or taking one of our regular officers 
off his duty in the town. 


A contractor might have done this job much faster 
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because he wouldn’t have to tie the work up to do main- 
tenance work on the rest of the town. He would have to 
get more for the work because he has to have a reasonable 
profit to stay in business. Also contracts that involve state 
and federal monies have a fixed wage scale that these must 
pay their help. This, in some cases, could run as much as 
fifty to one hundred percent more than the town pays. It 
all boils down to whether a job is done at a greater cost in 
less time or it is done as it is now by our own crew. 


With the police covering the town twenty four hours 
a day and reporting road conditions to us I no longer have 
to check the roads from midnight to morning. Inasmuch as 
I used to check every hour or two in threatening weather 
you can see why I appreciate such a change.

Fire Chief’s Report 
To the Citizens of Rye: 


The Town has had another year when fire losses have 
been minor due to the town having a station manned 
twenty four hours a day and the people realizing that 
nothing is too small to report. Such things as electrical ap- 
pliances and oil burners not working properly, smoke 
which the homeowner cannot identify the cause or source 
of, are certainly not too small to report. Your firemen 
would rather help you with some small problem than to 
arrive and find your home in flames. 


Our deparment has been run with three men for some 
years but has had very little sickness among the men. This 
year with one man out sick for four weeks two men worked 
twenty four hours on and twenty four off to keep the 
station open at all times. While they have covered the sta- 
tion, we feel that another permanent man should be hired. 
First we have had a big increase in buildings and popula- 
tion since 1954, second it would help to keep the station 
covered in case of sickness, also it would cut the work from 
fifty six hours to some where between forty two and forty 
four hours per week depending on the schedule worked out. 
It should make a marked improvement in the moral and 
efficiency of the department. The firemen still answer 
both fire and police phone and radio calls when the town 
secretary is not in that office. They also dispatch for the 
Ambulance Corps. 


This year one of our fire trucks was struck by a car 
while taking on water at a hydrant doing serious injury to 
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one of our call men, keeping him out of work for over 
ten months and while he is back to work he is still being 
checked by the doctor. Also, one of our permanent men 
was thrown from the truck injuring his hip and although 
he is working his regular shifts he is still having trouble 
and has regular checkups. 


The calls for assistance are many and varied. One 
thing about fire calls, there are never two alike and the 
firemen answering the call must be able to judge what has 
to be done when he arrives. 


We had seven building fires, three cars, four grass, 
seven in brush, four oil burner and two electrical appli- 
ance fires, two fires at town dump and one that could be 
recorded as a private dump, five calls to check smoke in 
houses and four roadside fires. We also had eight calls for 
spilled gasoline, six from auto accidents which required 
washing the road. There was one mattress and one boat 
fire, one call for the resusitator, assisting several people who 
ran out of gas and helping people who had locked them- 
selves out of their homes. Also, checked a private fire 
alarm system that was set off. We answered four mutual 
calls from other towns and were assisted twice ourselves. 
During two emergencies we had call men standing by. One 
was in very dry conditions with high winds and one when 
a large telephone cable was damaged cutting the town off 
except by radio. At this time we placed two of our engines 
at points we thought people would have to pass if they 
had to go to the station to get help. The firemen also re- 
painted the kitchen, recreation room where most of our 
town committees meet, the town and police office and fire 
department office. 


The Women’s Auxiliary is very active and are run- 
ning card parties along with the firemen on Saturday 
nights to raise money. They have purchased two Scott 
Air Packs (self contained breathing apparatus) for the 
new fire engine when it arrives. They have also purchased 
material for drapes for the windows at the fire station.

Report of the Fire Warden 


New Hampshire is the fastest growing state in the 
northeast in terms of population increase. It is also an in- 
dustrialized state and this growth is likely to continue, all 
of which means more families and homes. Our growing 
summer population is scattered throughout the state with 
a phenomenal increase in vacation homes. 


Many new homes and practically all cottages are be- 
ing located in woodlands and abandoned fields and forests 
crowd into the back yards of our village streets. In a state 
where the forests cover 86% of the land surface, it is 
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necessary that everyone be aware all through the season, 
which comes with the disappearance of the snow until the 
snow comes again, of the need to be careful with outdoor 
fires and fire sources. 


The following action will help: 

1. To teach our children the danger of lighted 
matches. 

2. To never discard lighted smoking material from 
a car or while walking through fields or woods. 

3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the 
town dump. If you must burn— 

a. You need a written permit from the town fire warden 
for all debris burning except when the ground 1s 
covered with snow. Cooking fires in outdoor fire- 
places or in charcoal brasiers in your own back yard 
is permitted on notification of the warden. 

b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to allow 
burning of household rubbish on grass by house- 
holders between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. 

c. Have equipment on hand to control the fire before 
you light the match. 

4. Promptly report any fire out of control to your 
fire warden or fire department. 

Help to keep our town out of the fire occurrence 
column and save our tax dollars for useful purposes.

Planning Board 


This has been a very satisfying year of service to you 
of the Rye community. Most are aware that we completed 
the major revisions to your Zoning and Building Code Or- 
dinances. All that remains is your consideration at the 
town meeting on 11 March 1969. 


Since our last town meeting, we increased the fre- 
quency of our regular Board meetings to every Monday 
evening to handle the ever-increasing demands for town 
planning action and decision. The Board will continue 
meeting once a week into the foreseeable future. Much still 
remains to be done including a sorely needed revision to 
your Subdivision Ordinance. 


The current ordinance revisions are what the town 
needs for promoting future desirable growth and precisely 
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what the Board understood your instructions to be from 
the many comments and specific contributions you have 
made. We couldn’t hope more that your instructions were 
conveyed accurately enough so that the end product now 
meets your approval. 


Public attendance at our regular meetings has been 
most encouraging. We have been pleased and most fortu- 
nate in having many citizens, in particular, Rye Civic 
League members, attend and participate to some degree in 
our meetings. We both profited and learned much from 
this participation and free exchange. The Board extends its 
thanks and appreciation to Mr. Bert Simpson and his Rye 
Civic League committee for this significant development in 
dissemination of news of town activity /affairs. 


Again your Board iterates a continuing desire to 
serve you well and expeditiously. Your requests will always 
be handled as rapidly as time and circumstances allow. We 
further encourage you to consult your board on anything 
within its cognizance before you make any related ir- 
revocable or irreversible commitments. 


Mr. Laurence Walker of Washington Road suc- 
ceeded Mr. Rodman Gearhart of South Road, Rye Beach, 
on the Board. Mr. Gearhart by his service contributed 
much to our community and its future. Mr. Walker has al- 
ready demonstrated that he is and will continue to be one 
of the most effective members of the Board in his service 
to you. 


Our community still retains the many wonderful 
basic characteristics most of us agree is the reason we chose 
to live here. However, administrative deficiencies (lack of 
modern facilities, organization, staff and fulltime service) 
are now highlighting deficient areas that were not so ap- 
parent even a few short years ago.

The Board wishes to acknowledge the unexcelled 
contribution to the Planning Board of counsel, Attorney 
Richard Dill. Few of us realize how fortunate this com- 
munity is to have the benefit of his services.

Report of the Board of Adjustment 


The Board of Adjustment consists of five members 
appointed by the Selectmen for a five year term each. This 
board is established to act on certain requests officially 
submitted and referred to them. The major duties of the 
Board of Adjustment are to take action upon appeal from 
the terms of the zoning ordinance when persons submit a 
request for a variance. 


The Board meets monthly, normally the second 
‘Tuesday of each month, at the Town Hall. The Board 
may hold special meetings if it is considered necessary. 
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When a request for a variance to the terms of the zoning 
ordinance is received by the Board an announcement of 
the public hearing is made. The request is published in 
the Portsmouth Herald and posted at the Town Hall. In 
most instances a copy of the proposed hearing announce- 
ment is sent to each property abutter in order to notify 
them of the request for a variance and the place of the 
hearing. After the Board has taken action the appellant 
is so notified and a copy of the minutes of the meeting 
and the action taken is submitted to the Selectmen and 
the Building Inspector. The Selectmen hold copies of all 
Board meeting minutes in their office at the Fire Station. 
These are available for review by interested townspeople. 


The Board of Adjustment is not a police or control 
board. The Board notifies the Selectmen of any violation 
when such violations are known by the Board. It 1s the re- 
sponsibility of the Selectmen to enforce the zoning or- 
dinance and to take corrective action regarding such viola- 
tions. During the past year the members of the Board have 
received many criticisms regarding zoning variances in the 
Town of Rye. When an apparent violation of zoning con- 
tinues over a certain period of time it is normal to assume 
that the Board of Adjustment has approved the existing 
conditions. This is not always the case. Several requests 
for variances have been received by the Board, public hear- 
ings held, and the request turned down. If the person re- 
questing the variance violates the zoning law and does not 
take corrective action after disapproval by the Board of Ad- 
justment, it is the responsibility of the Selectmen to take 
corrective action including court action if necessary. 
Townspeople are requested to check the records at the 
Town Hall rather to assume that apparent violations to 
zoning have been or have not been officially approved by 
the Board of Adjustment.

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Report of Library Trustees 


The Board of Trustees feels that 1968 was another 
year of improved services and expanded facilities in our 
library. Several steps forward have been made. 


The Library is now open every weekday for a total 
of 26 hours a week. This not only meets but exceeds the 
State requirements for towns the size of Rye. 


A great deal has been accomplished towards finishing 
the large room in the basement for use. The ceiling and 
lights have been installed, curtains have been purchased, 
chairs and tables secured and with the help of several mem- 
bers of the building committee and others, the walls have 
been painted. The room is now available, subject to use 
policies established by the Board, to community groups. It 
lacks only floor treatment which the Trustees hope to ar- 
range in the future. 


A statement of library policy has been developed and 
adopted and accepted by the State Library. his meets an 
important requirement of the statewide library system to 
which Rye belongs. 


The Board is very pleased by the use being made of 
our expanded facilities. he children’s room, the study 
area and the adult reading area are all being used extensive- 
ly—as is shown by our increased circulation. 


The Board thanks the many individuals and groups 
who have made so many gifts to and done so much for the 
library. We especially commend the newly formed Friends 
of the Rye Library. 


There remain several problems which require solu- 
tion. An examination of the roof of the original building 
indicates that the wise move would be to replace the slate. 
While it has served us well, the slate is disintegrating and 
qualified repair men are difficult to find. The Board has 
been advised that a complete replacement would be the 
wisest solution. A paint job on the woodwork of the old 
building is also needed.

More hours of additional help are needed for the 
regular staff so that professional work can be accomplished 
properly.

We hope to provide for improved landscaping and 
for a driveway to the rear of the addition.

Librarian’s Report 


Since July Ist the Rye Library has been open a total 
of twenty-six hours a week, now serving its patrons from 
2 to 8 P.M. on Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays, and 
from 2 to 6 P.M. on Tuesdays and Thursdays. This is 
a year round schedule and one which we feel will be much 
more convenient and adequate, for summer and winter 
patrons alike. 


During 1968 our total circulation climbed to a new 
level. 29,239 books were circulated. Of these, 9,927 were 
children’s books, 7,533 adult non-fiction, and 11,779 
adult fiction. Included were 273 books borrowed through 
the interlibrary loan service of the State Library in answer 
to specific requests for books we could not supply. This is 
a much appreciated service for students who desire special- 
ized material. In addition to books, 314 records were also 
circulated. A total of 615 new books were added to our 
shelves during the year and 689 borrowed from the Book- 
mobile. 


With added space and facilities we have been able not 
only to add new books but to display and use them to bet- 
ter advantage. Our reference collection has grown a great 
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deal in the past few years and now is housed in a carpeted 
room that offers ample table space for study. Since becom- 
ing an affiliated member of the Statewide Library Develop- 
ment Program in 1965, the Rye Library has received each 
year $100 worth of basic reference books purchased from 
funds provided by the State Library under the Federal Li- 
brary Services and Construction Act. These are chosen 
carefully by our library staff and help greatly to keep the 
collection up to date. Recently we have received another 
gift because of our affiliation with the Statewide Program. 
Thirty-five attractive sight saving books are now on our 
shelves. These are a well rounded selection of large print 
books, fiction, non-fiction and a few juveniles. These may 
be borrowed by anyone, but are especially intended for 
those with impaired vision. It is planned to add to these 
periodically by purchase and by borrowing from the Book- 
mobile. 


Another service which space now permits us to offer 
patrons is the circulation of recordings. This has come 
about mainly through the generosity of two of the major 
record companies. During the past two years, R.C.A. and 
Columbia have presented to the Rye Library 150 fine new 
record albums, popular and classical, mono and stereo 
selections. We urge our patrons to borrow and enjoy 
these, for if usage warrants, we hope to add to them. 


Our magazine collection has grown to approximately 
sixty-five different periodicals and now fills the magazine 
stack in the adult reading area. All, except the current num- 
bers, are available for borrowing for a two week period. 
In addition to the magazines on display, many back num- 
bers are kept on file and are available to those who request 
them. The Reader’s Guide to Periodical Literature makes 
the use of these invaluable to those doing research. We sub- 
scribe to a great many of these magazines, but we appreci- 
ate greatly many others that are brought to us reguarly by 
interested patrons. 


A number of special programs took place at the Rye 
Library during 1968. On Saturday morning of National 
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Library Week a delightful puppet show was presented to 
an appreciative audience by the Rye Puppeteers under the 
direction of Mrs. Edward Herlihy and Mrs. Norman Cur- 
rier. An outstanding collection of art work done by Rye 
school children was exhibited by Miss Perfect, Art Super- 
visor. This was in the Library for several weeks during the 
spring and created much interest and favorable comment. 
During the summer a Bookworm Reading Program was 
conducted for elementary school children. This ended in 
August with presentation of certificates and awards. Re- 
freshments and a short film program made a party of the 
affair. During 4-H week we were very pleased to have on 
display an exceptional collection of handwork done by our 
local 4-H groups. These articles had previously been ex- 
hibited at the Deerfield Fair and had received many awards. 
In November, during Children’s Book Week, the three 
second grades from the Rye School visited the Library on 
a field trip and were treated to a film program. Mrs. Fred 
Garland also brought her 6th grade pupils to the Library to 
give them an opportunity to work with our reference 
books. 


The Friends of the Rye Library, organized in 1967, 
continues to be an active group. During the year, several 
members, under the leadership of Mrs. Charles Tallman, 
have met regularly to do a superlative job of book mending 
as well as other library chores. On various holidays 
throughout the year the Friends decorated the Library ap- 
propriately. On a hot afternoon in late summer, the 
Friends held a most successful food sale on the library 
lawn. Recently, the group has purchased a large entrance 
rug for the Library. This was much needed and will help 
a great deal to prevent the tracking of dirt through the 
building. At a meeting held recently, Mrs. Harry McLaren 
was elected to the chairmanship of the Friends group and 
many plans were made for the coming season. 


We are grateful to the many organizations and in- 
dividuals who have contributed generously to library 
needs this year—to the Rye Lions Club for our fine com- 
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munity bulletin board, the Rye Junior Women’s Club, 
and the Rye Tuesday Club for gifts of money, the Rye 
P.T.A. for a subscription to the P.T.A. Magazine, the Rye 
Grange for a book on the history of the Grange, to Mrs. 
Marion Clahane, who gave us the handsome portrait of 
George Washington now hanging over the fireplace in our 
children’s room, and to the many other kind friends who 
have given books, magazines and money. 


Mrs. Clark Leach, Assistant Librarian, has once again 
assumed much added responsibility and done and excellent 
job. She, with your Librarian, has attended many state li- 
brary meetings and workshops in order to keep up with 
current trends in library service, and to aid in book selec- 
tion. Mrs. Norman Cameron is now assisting on a regular 
basis and is an efficient, friendly and willing worker. We 
are also most grateful for the hours of volunteers help given 
us by Mrs. John Hurley, neighbor and Friend. We appre- 
ciate, too, the services of Mr. Robert Goodsell who has 
been our janitor for over a year now, and does such an 
excellent job of keeping the building shining. We feel that 
very special thanks should go to the three members of our 
Board of Trustees for giving so generously of their time 
and talents for the betterment of library service in our 
town.

I believe it is the moral responsibility of the health 
officer to point out the need of taking advantage of im- 
munization procedures and of holding this immunity 
with subsequent booster shots against such devastating 
diseases as polio, tentanus and measles.

They brought back to the members of the 
Corps a great deal of advanced information in caring for 
the ill and injured. 


Again this year in October the Corps held an Open 
House for the residents of Rye. This is a very good op- 
portunity for the people to meet the members and view 
our equipment. The members of the Corps are proud of 
their part in the community and would like to see more 
Rye residents this coming year. 


The Annual Drive for subscriptions entitling Rye 
residents for Ambulance Service for one year will be start- 
ing soon. The subscription period closes on May 1, 1969 
except for new residents moving into town or summer 
residents. 


We have invested in two new pieces of equipment. A 
new stretcher for the Ambulance and a Resusci Anne Doll 
for training purposes.

Rye Recreation Commission 


This is the second year of an organized summer pro- 
gram at the Recreation Area.

This year the summer program included, competitive 
sports, basketball, badmiton, bocce, horse shoes, baseball, 
and relay races, as well as arts and crafts and nature study. 
Special weekly events were held, such as treasure hunts and 
contests. At the end of the program award plaques were 
given. 


Underbrush has been cleared between the picnic area 
and the marsh. This work has been done under the able 
supervision of our Highway Agent, Charles Gordon. 


Many people have used the Recreation Area this past 
year, particularly the perimeter path for hiking in the 
summer and snowmobiling in winter.

Rye Conservation Commission 


Throughout the year 1968, the Rye Conservation 
Commission, aside from the scheduled monthly meetings, 
has been represented at these meetings held in the interest 
of conservation: April 24——-Governor’s Conference on Na- 
tural Resources; May 20—Rockingham County Conserva- 
tion District meeting; (from this meeting the commission 
distributed to the Public Library and the Planning Board: 
a. updated maps of Rye b. soils and interpretations for var- 
ious land uses c. soil limitations for septic tank sewage 
disposal of the seacoast region). Sept. 10——National 
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Estuarine Pollution Study, Portland, Maine and Dec. 7 the 
annual meeting of the N. H. Conservation Commissions. 
Reports in detail on these meetings will be on file with the 
commission, available to those interested. 


An open meeting was held on October 8, with Mr. 
Herman W. Parker speaking on ‘‘Land Uses’’, a film was 
shown “‘Marshlands are not Wastelands’’ and quesions nd 
answer period followed. 


The first two public hearings conducted by the Rye 
Planning Board on the proposed zoning ordinance was at- 
tended by a representative of the commission, and it is to 
be hoped that the very fine arduous and fair work of this 
board will be acceptable. 


The problems of mosquito control have been studied 
and discussed but since there seem to be no funds available 
or Ways to start another method of dealing with this prob- 
lem, we must explore further for an acceptable solution. 


We want to carry out our program of sending one or 
more high school students to the Spruce Pond Conserva- 
tion Camp held each June at Bear Brook State Park, Al- 
lenstown, N. H. 


Our “Tote Road”’ project is ready to put into opera- 
tion and the expense is anticipated to run to $300.00. 
Therefore we are recommending that the sum of $500.00 
be included in the Town Budget for this and the afore- 
mentioned projects.

Last year the Trustees asked the Town for $1,000.00 
to start work on the expansion of the cemetery into the 
land acquired by the Town for this purpose. The rough 
work has been done on about five or six acres of this land. 
This year we would like to finish a small part of this 
area into saleable lots. We feel a like amount could do this 
work. 


The Cemetery Trustees have made a new evaluation 
of the cemetery in divisions 2 and 3 and find that if we 
did away with the avenues running one way we could 
acquire about 100 six grave lots. This would still give 
access to every lot without crossing over another. 


We have also considered having all stones and mark- 
ers kept below grass level so as to be able to mow this 
area without having to do any trimming. This would save 
about sixty percent of the cost in labor. This would ap- 
ply to the new area only.

Report of Trustees of Trust Funds 


During 1968 all library fund investments were 
separated from cemetery fund investments and were put 
into a common trust fund. Each separate library fund owns 
its proportionate share of the total investment of $40,- 
818.81. By investing in a common trust fund the trustees 
are now able to pool the library funds and to invest in 
sound long term investments. The total income turned 
over to the library trustees for these funds during 1968 
was $1,822.40. 
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Major improvements paid for by the Dalton Fund 
for the care and beautification of the Rye Central Ceme- 
tery were pruning of the trees and additional paving to 
roads. A used tractor was also purchased for use in the 
cemetery at a cost of $2,800.00. This was done upon the 
recommendation of the Cemetery Trustees. This additional 
equipment should increase efficiency and help cut down 
labor costs. 


During 1968 the perpetual care cemetery funds paid 
$4,722.05 toward the upkeep. Seventeen new perpetual 
care funds were created, totaling $1,900.00. 


A new Capital Reserve Fund was created during 1965 
for the purchase of a new fire truck. Each year since then 
additional money has been appropriated for that purpose. 
This fund has earned $1,397.80 in interest from 1965, 
and the fund now totals $21,397.80. The truck will be 
delivered during 1969 and will be paid for by this fund.

You.are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Rye on Tuesday the Twelfth day of March, next, at ten o'clock 
in the forenoon, to vote upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. ‘To choose all necessary Town Officers for 
the year ensuing. 1 ak 


Article 2. To choose all necessary officers for the Rye 
School District in. accordance with the statutory procedure 
adopted by said District at its March 1962 annual meeting. 

You are hereby further notified to adjourn to meet at the 
Rye Junior High School on the sixteenth day of March, next, 
at seven o'clock in the evening to vote upon the following sub- 
jects: 


Article 3. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to hire money from the Trustees of Trust’ Funds. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to allow five 
percent discount on all property taxes paid on or before October 
1, 1968. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to lease Sawyer’s Beach, so called, from the own- 
ers for another year. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to sell a certain piece of property with the cottage 
thereon, deeded to the Town by the Tax Collector on June 
29th, 1967 to Stephen C. Kimball, nephew of the former 
owner. The cost to be the amount due for delinquent taxes plus 
accumulated charges and the interest to date of-sale. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
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the Selectmen to sell and convey any other property acquired 
by Tax Sale.

Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Thirty seven thousand ($37,000.00) 
dollars to purchase the John E. and Emma S. Johnson property 
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at the intersection of Lang and Washington Roads, to enable 
the Town to complete the widening and straightening of Lang 
Road, (this article is submitted on recommendation of the His- 
toric District Commission) and to authorize the Selectmen to 
issue Town Notes or Bonds in accordance with RSA Chapter 
33, the “Municipal Finance Act,” for this purpose. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Thirty one thousand ($31,000.00) 
dollars to purchase the John E. and Emma S. Johnson property 
at the intersection of Lang and Washington Roads, but exclud- 
ing the westerly 200 foot wide strip of such land running from 
a northerly frontage of 200 feet along the new layout of Lang 
Road southerly to the southerly border of such property to 
enable the Town to complete the widening and straightening 
of Lang Road, and to authorize the Selectmen to issue Town 
Notes or Bonds in accordance with RSA Chapter 33, the 
“Municipal Finance Act,’ for this purpose. 


Article 19. In the event of favorable action on either 
of the two preceeding articles, to see if the Town will vote to
